Bids on the refinancing of | 
$1,770,000 of Edmonton's deben- 
ture debt will be considered at a 
special meeting of the city coun- 
cil Tuesday afternoon.

We are striking at all evidences of these preparations 
on occasion when the weather is suitable for that and to the 
maximum extent possible without detracting from the 
strategic offensives against Germany.” 


Other Highlights of Speech 


Other highlights of Churchill's speech included: 

1—Allied air raids have tied down 3,000,000 German 
defence and air raid precautions workers, drawn off four- 
fifths of Germany’s fighter-planes, produced a dull apathy 
among the German people and had a “noteworthy effect” on 
Nazi munitions production. 

2—British-U.S. strength at the opening of the western 
front will be “approximately equal,” but if the struggle be- 
comes prolonged, the continuous flow of Americans will 
make their forces the greater. 


3—Germany still has 300 infantry divisions — at full 
strength 4,500,000 men — but many divisions have been 
reduced numerically. 


4—The battle in Italy will be hard and long against 
500,000 Germans, but Allied leaders are confident of final 
success. 

5—There has been no cooling in Anglo-Americane 
Russian friendship or rebirth of suspicion since the Teheran 
conference. 


Russian Demands Are Reasonable 


@—Some arrangement as to a Russian - Polish border 
should be made before the end of the war and Russia's 
demand for reassurance about her western frontiers docs 
not go beyond the limits of what is “reasonable and just.”

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS 
Southwest Pacific, Feb, 22—(AP)

Twice Pilot Cook admitted: 
“We are lost.” 
Then there were the final 
breathless moments when the 


plane bumped to a landing on the 
snow-covered ice of Donjek Lake, 
with the headlights of five trucks 
forming a blurred and sketchy 
outline of the improvised landing 
strip. 

The plane was a single-engined 
Norseman, equipped with wheels. 

Whitehorse army headquarters 
received a wireless message from 
Donjek River that an enlisted man 
had been brought there suffering 
from an acute attack of appendi- 
citis. The sufferer had been trav- 
elling then for two days by jolting 
truck and ambulance over rough 
bush trails and the ride had further 
aggravated his condition, 


WEATHER VERY BAD 


“The weather was very bad at 
Whitehorse at the time,” Maj. Joyce 
said. It had been snowing heavily 
and flying conditions were just 
about at their worst. 


“One pilot said it would be im- 
possible to make the flight that 
evening. Cook agreed it was too 
bad at the time, but it cleared for 
a while at about 6 p.m. and Cook 
said he would try it,” Maj, Joyce 
continued, 

The party left with the idea of 
turning back if the weather clos- 
ed in again. It was pitch dark 
when the machine roared off into 
the stormy Yukon night on its 
mission of mercy. 

“There were high mountains all 
around and it started to close in 
again soon after we left White- 
horse. Fortunately we had lots of 
gasoline,” the doctor went on. 


IDENTIFIED CABIN 

After about an hour of flying 
Cook informed his passengers he 
did not know where he was. So 
the plane went down low and fin- 
ally the pilot identified a cabin 
near Lake Kluane. Then Burwash 
Landing was picked out. 

But after some smooth flying the 
weather thickened and once again 
the party was lost. 

“We were flying at about 15,000 
feet in order to clear the mount- 
ain peaks. Ot 15,000 one is sup- 
posed to need oxygen. The pilot 
asked us if we wanted oxygen 
and we said we felt all right. He 
later told us there was no oxy- 
gen aboard the plane anyway,” 
Major Joyce said with a chuckle. 
There was also no radio, 

“Cook went down lower again and 
banked the plane from side to side, 
putting his head out the window 
as he banked. We knew by his act- 
lons we were lost again, but finally 
he sighted the Donjek valley and 
the lights of trucks on Donjek lake 
showed us where the improvised 
landing was. 


OVERSHOT STRIP 

“The trucks were arranged so 
their lights formed an L. We over- 
shot the strip, cleared on the lake 
ice but made a good landing never- 
theless,” he said,

Wastage of Gas 
In Turner Valley 
Greatly Reduced 


CALGARY, Feb, 22—(CP)—Gas 
wastage in Turner Valley was re- 
duced approximately 3,000,000,000 
cubic feet during 1943 as compared 
with the previous year, it was re- 
ported yesterday by the gas conser- 
vation board. 

Wastage for the past year was 
20,932,037,000 cubic feet of gas 
more than twice the amount turned 
into the Calgary Gas Company's 
Calgary - Lethbridge system which 
used 9,409,810,000 cubic feet. 

Imperial Oil refinery used 1,596,- 
224,000 cubic feet of the gas which 
went to useful purposes; 53,533,000 
cubic feet was forced back into the 
Bow Island field for storage; 12,- 
248,588,000 cubic feet was used in 
Turner Valley as fuel.

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Against Japanese 
Pacific Battle Experience 
Is Planned for Canadians

OTTAWA, Feb. 22.—(CP)—Defence headquarters, pre- 
paring for possible Canadian army participation against the 
Japanese in the Pacific, are arranging with the Australian 
high command to give Canadian officers and possibly some 
non-commissioned officers and specialists battle experience * 
«in that theatre. 


While this much is known, it 
has not been disclosed whether 
the plan calls for groups of men 
attaching themselves to the Aus- 
tralian Corps as volunteers—sim- 
ilar to arrangements already 
made with the British army—or 
whether groups will be second- 
ed for duty as was done in the 
case of the Canadians who went 
to North Africa early last year. 
After he told the Commons of a 

plan under which Canadian ol- 
ficers to volunteer for British army 
service, Defence Minister Ralston 
was asked if similar provision could 
be made to give Canadians Pacific 
war experience, The minister re- 
plied that “there are some arrange 
ments along that line in hand.” 


NO FURTHER DETAILS 

No further intormation from of- 
ficial sources could be obtained 
yesterday but in military circles it 
was intimated a definite plan had 
been formulated and its details will 
be annouvced shortly. 

No indication was given as to the 
size of the party, the time it would 
leave, or whether it would be drawn 
from Canadian formations in Brit- 
ain or at home.

Ontario Will

TORONTO, Feb. 22.—(CP)—

cast today in the speech from the 
throne read by Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Albert Matthews at the 
opening of the first session of 
Ontario's 21st !egisiature. 

The 5,000-word speech, longest in 
years, dealt at length with educa- 
tional matters and said that reli- 
gious education would be offered 
in public and secondary schools. It 
also proposed increased in teach- 
ers’ salaries and said immediate 
courses would be modified so addi- 
trained 


tional teachers could be 
immediately to meet an acute 
shortage. 

Several measures for the im- 


provement of labor relations would 
be submitted during the session, 
said the speech, specifically men- 
tioning a bill to limit the work 
week to 48 hours and to assure 
an anuual holiday of one week 
with pay for commercial and in- 
dustrial workers. The new Do- 
minion labor code making collec- 
tive bargaining compulsory in war 
industry would be extended to all 
industries in Ontario. 


HIGHWAY PROGRAM 

As well as forecasting legislation 
to establish in the province a de- 
partment of planning and develop- 
ment for the post-war period, the 
speech said that the Ontario depart- 
ment of highways has prepared 
plans for a four-year highway con- 
struction program which will pro- 
vide 27,840,000 man days of labor 
after the war. Expansion of the 
mining industry, development of 
fish and game resources and forest 
areas would also furnish employ- 
ment after demobilization of the 
armed forces. 

“Leadership in the organization 
and control of agriculture has in 
the past depended too much upon 
the government” and legislation 
will be introduced for the forma- 
tion of county agricultural come 
mittees “so that practical farm 
operators may themselves advise 
in regard to suitable policies and 
have a recognized place” in their 
administration,

It would have been unthinkable for 
Canada to tax that money away, 
said Mr. Chevrier.

CHARGES UNFOUNDED 

The report in question, made 
public previously, found among 
other things that there was no 
foundation for charges against alu- 
minum intrests made last session 
by M. J. Coldwell, C.C.F. lead-r. 

Mr. Cleaver said there has been 
“no major scandal” in the Canadian 
war effort, but there have been 
“honest mistakes” which had been 
corrected, The few cases of wrong- 
doing had been dealt with promptly.

house leader, had suggested it 
was a national disgrace that the 
committee met in camera, said 
Mr. Cleaver. There were good 
reasons for secret meetings. 

“This whole campaign (for open 
meetings) led by the Toronto Globe 
and Mail is politically-inspired, is 
harmful to Canada’s war effort and 
is without any foundation,” he 
continued, Every word spoken in 
the committee was known within a 
few hours “to the Tory board of 
strategy.” 

TAKE “EXCEPTION” 

Karl Homuth (P.C., Waterloo 
South) and P. C. Black (P.C,, Cum- 
berland) took exception to the sug- 
gestion they had broken confidence.

He did not think any- 
one objected to the evidence be- 
ing discussed but every house 
member should know what the 
evidence was. They should have 
the opportunity of checking it. 

“I suggest to the chairman of the 
committee (Hughes Cleaver, Lib- 
eral member for Halton) that he 
move to have the evidence tabled,” 
said Mr. Howe. 

Mr, Colawell said the house had 
a report based on evidence heard 
in camera. The committee's work 
dealt with charges he made at the 
last session and his lips could not 
be sealed. 


NOTICE REQUIRED 

Mr. Cleaver said notice would be 
needed before a motion to table the 
evidence, as suggested by Mr. 
Howe, could be acted upon. The 
witnesses appearing before the 
committee had been assured they 
would give their evidence in cam- 
era and he would not take the re- 
sponsibility alone of saying he 
would waive the in-camera rule. 

Speaker J. A. Glen said he did 
not consider Mr.: ‘Coldwell had 
transgressed the rules in quoting 
evidence heard by the committee. 

Joseph Harris (P.C.—Toronto 

Danforth) then moved that the 
motion by Mr. Cleaver for con- 
currence in the report be amend- 
ed by requiring that all evidence 
be tabled and discussion on the 
motion postponed until this evi- 
dence had been studied. 

Mr. Harris said there had been a 
definite move to keep evidence 
away from members of the House 
through the life of the committee. 
Any service he had given on the 
committee had been in the open 
and at no cost to the government. 
He had refused to attend closed 
meetings. Repeated motions by 
himself and other members for 
open sittings had been voted down 
by Liberal committee members. 


PREMIER INTERVENES 

As the speaker was about to put 
Mr. Harris’ motion Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King rose and said there 
were the best of reasons for having 
sittings of the war expenditure 
committee in Canada. If there 
were not, the British parliament 
would not have done so in both the 
last war and this. The committee 
was one to assist the treasury in 
the conduct of war by recommend- 
ing economies, It was not one to 
bring to light or prosecute wrong- 
doing. Evidence could be more 
readily obtained in camera. 

“Then, these matters refer to 
contracts which involve other 
governments,” said Mr. King. 
Some of the arrangements made 
by the governments of the United 
Kingdom, United States, Austra- 
lia and other countries would not 
have been made had those gov- 
ernments known their affairs 
were to be made public. 

There was also the possibiilty of 
something entirely unexpected 
coming out which would give aid to 
the enemy. 

In the British parliament even 
the reports of the committee were 
not debated. That British policy 
had been supported by all of the 
prime ministers and all of the 
leaders of the opposition during | 
the First Great War and this one. 
A policy supported by such men 
must have much in its favor.

OUTPUT DOUBLED 

In 1940, Aluminum Co. of Canada 
produced more than twice its pre- 
war output in response to war re- 
quirements. Contracts were granted 
by the United Kingdom, financed 
by loans of $55,600,000 to ensure ex- 
pansion of facilities. Then came 
four United States contracts start- 
ing in 1941, which in a period up 
to 1945 would call for a total of 
1,370,000,000 pounds of aluminum 
with a total of about $120,000,000 
payable in United States funds on 
the first two contracts, $50,000,000 
of the sum in immediate payments. 
Down payment in all by the United 
States finally totalled $75,350,000. 

The Arvida plant had been op- 
erating at 62.5 per cent. of capac- 
ity and now it needed 1,100 per 
cent, of its pre-war capacity. Its 
45,000-ton annual capacity had to 
be raised to 500,000 tons. 

A. M. Nicholson (C.C.F., Mate 
kenzie) said the evidence in the 
aluminum hearing should be made 
available to all members. 

T. J. O'Neill (L., Kamloops) said 
Mr. Coldwell had failed to bring 
before the committee evidence 
which he had claimed he had. One 
witness had been enough from the 
United States at the suggestion of 
Mr. Coldwell but had failed to sup- 
port the charges made by the C.C. 
F. leader. 


“SLAM AND INSULT” 


It was a “slam and insult” to 
members of the committee for Mr. 
Coldwell to suggest there had been 
an attempt to “whitewash” the 
aluminum deal. 

Mr. Coldwell had said conditions 
in the Alminum Co, plant pot- 
room were “inhuman,” but there 
was no record of occupational dis- 
ease among potroom workers today. 
The company had done everything 
possible to make conditions satis- 
factory. 

Mr. O'Neill said certain evidence 
could not have been obtained by 
the committee except in camera. 

Angus Mcinnis (C.C.F., Van- 
couver East), said the report pre- 
sented in the house was based on 
evidence taken in secret. The evi- 
dence should be tabled so mem- 
bers could check the correctness 
of the report. A judge could not 
Pass on a case in which he did 
not hear the evidence, 

“The evidence must be placed on 
the table of the house or the re- 
port withdrawn,” said Mr. Mac- 
Innis.

hint of a dissolution of parliament. | 

Replying to opposition criticism 
of his motion to do away with Wed- 
nesday sittings, the Prime Min- 
isters were entitled to say to the 
opposition that they needed an 
extra afternoon “to confer on the} 
great questions that are coming to 
us from day to day.” 

“If we cannot get that co- 
operation, then we shall have to 
consider what our responsibility 
is,” he added. 

In connection with that state- 
ment, members recalled that in a 
speech last September Mr. King 
said the government would carry 
on without a general election unless 
it encountered obstruction in the) 
House of Commons or elsewhere.

B.C. Financial 
Position Sound, 
Budget Reveals 


VICTORIA, Feb, 22—(CP)— 
British Columbia's credit is at the 
highest in its history and is not 
surpassed by that of any other 
province, Premier Hart told the 
legislature yesterday when as fin- 
ance minister he brought down 
the budget. It was the 18th bud- 
get prepared by Mr. Hart, believed 
a record for Canada, 

The province was able to refund 
$3,000,000 on the New York market 
on a cost basis of 2.622 per cent. 
which would yield purchasers 2.5 
per cent., the lowest rate ever ob- 
tained by the province in that mar- 
ket, Mr. Hart reported. In 1933 B, 
C. bonds were being sold in New 
York at a yield of nearly nine per 
cent, 
$100,525 SURPLUS 

Estimates for the year beginning 
April 1 next showed anticipated 
revenue of $34,605,750, and expen- 
ditures of $34,505,225, which would 
leave a surplus of $100,525, 

The provincial gross debt at Dec. 
1, 1943, was $151,022,668, a reduc. 
tion of $6,362,717 compared with Dec, 
1, 1942. and the net debt was $133,- 
680,862, a decrease of $7,198,092, 
Sinking funds at Dec. 1, 1943, 
amounted to $17,341,806. 

Public accounts for the year 
ended March 31, 1943, showed a 
new record for revenue at $39,- 
957,353, and a revenue surplus of 
$8,139,597 after expenditures of 
$31,817,756. Total revenue was an 
increase of $1,193,806 over the 
preceding year. 

Mr. Hart announced the govern- 
ment plans a detailed study of the 
municipal fields of responsibility 
and taxation as well as of the whole 
system of education and its cost, He

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Soldiers’ Wives Behave 


The minister of national defence is more 
than justified in his attack on slander 
against the conduct of servicemen’s wives. 
The matter was raised in the House of 
Commons and one member criticized the 
behavior of those wives who go to dances 
or entertainments while their husbands are 
at war. 

It is unbelievable that in this enlight- 
ened day and age there are those so sourly 
puritanical as to hold that the wife of a 
serviceman should be cloistered in her 
husband's absence. Such a view is bigotted, 
unwholesome and psychologically absurd. 
It is a definitely morbid notion. 

When one remembers how the great 
majority of soldiers’ wives are engaged in 
useful and intelligent wor: calculated to 
help and cheer their menfolk, this kind of 
talk becomes an intolerable slander indeed. 

It is not possible to speak for the rest 
of Canada. But the soldiers’ wives of Ed- 
monton are excellently conducted. They 
are as loyal and dutiful as their husbands 
are valiant. 

Soldiers’ wives do behave. 


Should Be Rounded Up 


News from Brilliant is that the insurg- 
ent Doukhobors number about 150 in one 
band and 50 in another. That, at any rate, 
was aS many as were willing to proclaim 
their defiance of law and authority by 
taking off their clothes in the chilly atmos- 
phere. Others at the meetings, whatever 
they thought about the alternative service 
order, refused to shiver for the principle of 
anarchy. 

The nudist strike, it is well to remem- 
ber, is a protest against the order that 
young men who have conscientious 


scruples about bearing arms must go to © 


work, Since the Doukhobors are not idlers, 
their objection is not to the youths having 
to work, but to the order that they must 
work. The point is important, because it 
makes clear that what the paraders are 
demanding is license to do as they please 
regardless of law. 

While their number is not large, this is 
dangerous doctrine, and liable to infect 
others of the sect who have been veering 
away from the traditions of the faithful. 
For the sake of the latter, aside from other 
considerations, the strip-teasers should be 
rounded up and put where their peculiar 
but very ardent preaching will not reach 
other ears than their own, 


From Dno to Truk 


It was a bad week-end for the Axis, 
bringing headaches for both Hitler and 
Tojo, The Fuehrer learned that in the east 
his left wing was in retreat, that his troops 
had lost the second battle for the beach- 
head south of Rome, that a half dozen 
German cities had been blasted and 25 
per cent of his remaining plane-building 
plant destroyed. Tojo, having digested the 


news from Truk, “fired” the chiefs of the 


army and navy. 


We must not make the mistake of sup- 
posing this budget shows either Germany 
or Japan to be tottering toward collapse. 
But it does show that Allied strength has 
now been developed to such proportions 
that heavy blows can be struck the enemy 
in both theatres simultaneously; that 
Japan is not to have time to further exploit 
the resources of the invaded islands; that 
it is not necessary for the Allies to stall 
in the Pacific until Germany is disposed of. 

This is as far as it is safe to attach 
sgnificance to the splendid list of Allied 
victories strung across the world from the 
Baltic to the Carolines, What effect they 
will have upon enemy strength and morale 
must be left to the future. 

A particularly satisfactory feature is 
that these successes were not the outcome 
of long-planned specific operations requir- 
ing unusual concentrations of Allied forces. 
Rather they were demonstrations of the 
normal striking power which Allied com- 
manders now have at their disposal on 
every front. 


And We Are Civilized! 


The frozen body of a 74-year-old old age 
pensioner was found in a wretched shack 
in Edmonton last Saturday. He had died 
alone in a tumble-down bed, in the most 
squalid surroundings, 

It would seem that here is the complete 
answer to those who defend the present 
parsimonious and disgraceful system of old 
age pensions, It is an extreme case, of 
course, But it is the not unexpected ending 
to any life that must eke out its closing 
days on a miserable pittance of no more 
than one dollar a day, 


The tragic and inescapable fact is that 
one dollar a day will not provide food and 
shelter adequate to the support of life. 
As a result, no group of people in Canada 
is worse off than the old age pension 
group. 

And we call ourselves a civilized nation! 

With exceptions so rare as to be almost 
non-existent, every man or woman who at- 
tains pensionable age in Edmonton has 
made a tangible contribution to the growth 
and welfare of this community, This gen- 
eration is living, to some extent, on the 
efforts of these people. 

Yet we permit them to even freeze, 
lone and friendless, under deplorable con- 
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ditions in shacks where the ordinary 
humanitarian would not stable a horse. 
The old age pensions structure will 
never be worthy of a civilized people until 
it provides a lowering of the qualifying 
age from 70 to 60 years, better housing, 
extension of medical and dental services, 
permission to aged persons to extend their 
incomes beyond that of the pensions they 
receive through their own earning, and 
abolition of the regulation which excludes 
aged residents from the pension if they 
have sons or daughters able to support 
them. : 


‘Letters from Home 


A British army specialist has arrived at 
the interesting conclusion that the chief 
cause of neurosis among the troops in 
North Africa and Italy is the irregularity 
of letters from home. Once a soldier or 
sailor or airman begins to be conscious of 
a gulf between himself and his family or 
community, he begins to deteriorate nerv- 
ously. 

This deterioration may not incapacitate 
him as a fighting man, says this British 
authority, but it does cause much unhappi- 
ness and distress. 

It seems to be no exaggeration, then, to 
say that a steady stream of letters to the 
men at the front is a very large factor in 
the war effort. It is no sentimental notion, 
but a scientific fact. 

Many months ago, The Edmonton Bul- 
letin began to provide a link with home for 
Edmonton men overseas by publishing, 
weekly, a news letter which may be clipped 
out and mailed to them, This is one way of 
showing the boys abroad that they are 
still a vital part of their own community. 
But there are other ways. 


It is unnecessary, of course, to remind 


’ mothers and wives and sisters and fathers 


and brothers of their epistolary duty to 
their relatives on active service across the 
sea. But it might not be amiss to remind 
those who have no more intimate classifi- 
cation than that of “friend”. 

Even a casual or neighborly acquaint- 
anceship in these days is sufficient to im- 
pose a duty of correspondence with those 
who are serving Canada abroad. 

Letters from home are important. The 
duty should not be left only to members of 
the serviceman’s or servicewoman’s family. 


Some commentators seem to be worried 
about what may happen if the Russians get 
to Berlin before the western Allies. They 
won't find much if they do. And anyway, 
that is Hitler’s worry, not ours. He at- 
tacked Russia, as he attacked Britain, and 
has no right to expect that one wing of 
the Allies will mount guard in Germany to 
prevent the other administering retributive 
justice.

Soviet Union 


German Question Never 
Primary; Russia Is the 
Key 
By DOROTHY THOMPSON 


There is now a plethora of books 
and articles on “What to do with 
a defeated Germany.” 

These and their critics divide 
themselves into advocates of a 
“tough” or a “soft” peace, and un- 
der these categories the entire lit- 
erature is labelled. 

But the writers start from the 
wrong point— 
which is not Ger- 
many. Their writ- 
ings presume a 
total victory of 
politically united 
Allied powers and 
assume that after 
this war the Ger- 
man question, in go 
itself, will be of 
primary import- Dorothy 
ance. Thompson 

But the German question was never 
primary. Germany became the 
world’s problem No. 1 because of 
failure of agreement between the 
western nations and the Soviet 
Union. Tomorrow again the chief 
problem will not be Germany but 
the relations between the western 
powers and the Soviet Union, as 
they affect Germany. 

In my last column I asked: What 
is the Soviet up to in regard to 
Germany? I reported on Soviet 
propaganda without pretending to 
know its ultimate aims. 

It is obvious that none of the 
Allies has so immediate an interest 
in the future of Germany as the 
Soviet Union. 


Soviet Policy 

But what is the essence of Soviet 
policy in general? Is it security or 
is it Messianism-world revolution? 
The answer is: Security—with Mes- 
sianism only as an instrument for 
Soviet security. Under no circum- 
stances is it Messianism at the risk 
security. 

Security for the Soviet Union 
means peace, Peace, in Stalin's 
mind as in Mr. Hull’s is indivisible. 
Peace for the Soviet Union means 
no small wars which might develop 
to encompass the Soviet. 

A peace which might be a ten 
years’ truce is no security. A peace 
based on the assumption that only 
Germany would ever conceivably 
attack the Soviet Union is also no 
security. 


Therefore the attitude of the 
Soviets must be, first, Germany 
must be rendered unable to or- 
ganize a war, against the Soviet, 
and, second, no other powers must 
ever have the chance to use Ger. 
many or parts of Germany against 
the Soviet. 

The second question will become 
increasingly more important than 
the first. 


“Prussianism” 


The Soviet ’ nion has no reason 
to believe that anti-Soviet inten- 
tions will forever be exclusively 
confined to certain nations, or that 
“Prussianism” is a geographical 
concept. Twenty-five years of bitter 
experience have convinced the Sov- 
iet that wherever there are strongly 
reactionary governments, under the 
domination of powerful imperialist 
or cartel-monopoly interests, mili- 
tarism, or other institutians tradi- 
tionally hostile to the Soviet Union, 
there is permanent danger of en- 
circlement azd eventual attack 
through incidents involving first 
smaller states and later great pow- 
ers, This is the Soviet neurosis and 
a neurosis that has unfortunately 
had plenty of evidence to support 
it, 


Hostile 


Out of this arises the Soviet de- 
mand that the states immediately 
on her borders shall not have anti- 
Soviet governments, or social struc- 
tures dominated by anti-democratic 
forces that will openly or secretly 
support hostile governments in the 
future. This includes Germany, 
which is practically on her borders. 

The Soviets want permanent 
peace with the western powers, 
who alone, after this war could 
menace them. The Soviets know 
that compromises will have to be 
made for this, They know that a 
radically Communist Germany 
would be regarded as a challenge. 
They know that the Bolshevization 
of Europe would be a step toward 
war rather than peace. But they are 
also convinced and by historical 
evidence that a highly reactionary 
Europe would be a step toward 
war, not toward peace. The com- 
promise can only mean democratic 
states controlling plutocratic and 
miltary interests. 

With this in mind it is no exag- 
geration to say that the way the 
Anglo-American powers act in 
other countries, and the way the 
American elections turn, will deter- 
mine to an immeasurable extent 
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the Soviet attitude toward Ger- 
many. 

In the course of this year the 
Soviets will have absolute military 
superirity in Europe. It is not be- 
lievable that they will allow them- 
selves to be manoeuvred out of this 
superiority in order to give the 
Anglo-American powers complete 
freedom of political action, The 
Soviets 1 think, are willing, for rea- 
sons of peace, to limit their opera- 
tions in Europe, but only for com- 
pensation. That compensation is a 
Europe that is not by the nature of 
its social structure, hostile to them, 


Confidence 


As far as I know, the Soviets 
have confidence in Mr. Roosevelt— 
who also wants permanent peace, 


But there is reason to believe that 
they have no complete confidence 
in the war department, the state 
department or the parallel institu- 
tions in Britain, in which there are 
certain traditionally anti-Soviet 
tendencies. ' 
Contemporary policies must 
awaken their concern, Since the 
Moscow agreement which included 
a special statement, pledging the 
opening of the Italian government 
to the six anti-Fascist parties, we 
have apparently turned over the 
entire civil administration in south- 
ern Italy to the King and Badoglio. 
The only stricture we have put on 
them is that they must remain 
“pro-Ally.” But if “pro-Ally” in- 
cludes the Soviet government, the 
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Policy and Germany’s Post War Status 


King and Badoglio would be first to 
go for they have always been anti- 
Soviet. 

And if a defeated Germany were 
to be divided, and in parts under 
Anglo-American occupation Ger- 
man equivalents of Badoglio gov- 
ernments were set up, the Soviet 
Union would certainly not feel se- 
cure. If the Soviet should become 
convinced that something of the 
sort were in the offing, it would 
probably take its own measures to- 
ward Germany. 

This is the essence of the Ger- 
man question. The Russian 
“enigma” is only the enigma of 
western policy, seen in a mirror.

Army’s Reinforcements Pool 


Ample Support for Our 
Forces Overseas Is 


Report

OTTAWA..—Emphatic denial of 
allegations that Canada’s overseas 
army suffers in any way from lack 
of reinforcements was contained in 
the review of army affairs given in 
Parliament by Hon. J. L. Ralston on 
Feb. 14. At the same time the sen- 
ior defence minister refused to dis- 
close actual figures to show the 
reinforcement position. Such in- 
formation, he said, was regarded as 
most secret from the point of view 
of security. His review, however, 
foreshadowed a possible crisis in 
reinforcement later this year or 
early in 1945, 

The situation, as disclosed by the 
minister, rests upon maintenance of 
a pool of reinforcements overseas 
and another pool of reinforcements 
at home. During the coming year, 
that is, to March, 1945, the army 
plans involve sending regular re- 
inforcements overseas at a rate of 
4000 monthly, or 48,000 for the year. 
A reinforcement flow at this rate, 
the minister declared would “main- 
tain the army at the height of its 
fighting efficiency”. The army is 
asking for 12,000 N.R.M.A., or draf- 
tee, personnel, in addition, in the 
coming year, planning an intake of 
60,000 men. 

“The reinforcement pool over- 
seas,” said Mr. Ralston, “is well up

Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — Unfortunately, 
the bombing of the ancient Bene- 
dictine monastery at Cassino is con- 
sidered only a foretaste of the des- 
truction which is almost certain t 
come to Rome.

Rome 
may share the 
same fate. 

The U.S. Army didn’t say any- 
thing about it for several weeks, 
but they had trouble with the Cass- 
ino monastery long before they 
bombed it. The Nazis had discover- 
ed it to be a natural fortress. 

That section of Italy is chopped 
up into steep chunks of mountains, 
staring down almost sheer walls to 
the valleys. The monastery sits as- 
tride the mountain passes, so that 
the Nazis’ big guns inside it could 
break up an Allied advance from at 
least two directions. It was im- 
possible to by-pass. 

U.S. war chiefs have been deeply 
worried over the reaction of the 
Catholic world not only to the 
bombing of the Benedictine monas- 
tery but also to the prospect of a 
battlefield being made of the 
streets of Rome. Their worry is not 
so much regarding the people of 
Italy but the outside world. 

In this connection, Professor Gae- 
tano Salvemini, the famous Italian 
scholar and anti-Fascist who has 
lived in this country since 1932 
and is now a citizen, made some re- 
marks in Washington the other day 
which are being studied. He said 
that the Italians themselves were 
not strong Vatican Catholic’. He 
described them as devoted to their

local sanctuaries and madonnas, 
said that they invited the local 
priest into their homes to bless the 
new-born calf, but that they did not 
like the Pope and felt no great in- 
terest in the Vatican. 

The professor, who himself is 
noted for his anti-clerical views, 
said that the real interest in the 
Vatican came from the Irish, Poles 
and the French-Canadians. He also 
dropped this remark: “The Pope is 
powerful, not in Rome, but in the 
White House.” 

Regardless of whether Professor 
Salvemini is right, U.S. war chiefs 
are greatly worried about world re- 
action to bombing Rome, but they 
are afraid that no more can be done 
about it than about the Benedictine 
monastery—if the Nazis decide to 
use Rome as a natural fortress.

strength”, In the course of the de- 
bate, he assured the house that 
Canada’s five divisions overseas 
were up to fighting strength, “That 
reinforcement pool overseas,” he 
said, “will be drawn on as casual- 
ties occur.” The crux of the situa- 
tion was whether recruiting will be 
maintained in Canada during the 
coming year. He said: “If recruiting 
should materially fall off it will 
begin to affect the numbers dis- 
patched overseas in the later 
months of the fiscal year 1944-45, 
and should find us at the end of 
March, 1945, with the pool main- 
tained overseas, but with the num- 
ber of general service men in Can- 
ada reduced approximately by the 
amount of the deficiency in the 
intake.” 

Without giving actual figures on 
overseas reinforcements, Mr, Ral- 
ston explained that policy must be 
guided by estimates of requirements 
made by competent officers. “The 
reinforcement position always de- 
pends,” he said, “on the accuracy of 
the forecast as to casualties and our 
officers have made a careful study 
of this factor. I think we have 
made ample provision in this re- 
port, and therefore I think I can 
say to the committee with consider- 
able confidence that our reinforce- 
ment position for the fiscal yegr 
before us will be well provided 
for.” Dr. H. A. Bruce, the Toronto 
Progressive Conservative, asked for 
an estimate of reinforcements re- 
quired for the first two weeks in 
event of an invasion of the contin- 
ent. Mr. Ralston said: “Provision 
has been made for reinforcements 
on a scale which is regarded as ade- 
quate.” 


Recruits 

From the debate, it is obvious 
that the main attack on reinforce- 
ment policy centres on the question 
of maintaining N.R.M.A. recruits, 
i.e, men who have not volunteered 
for overseas service, at home, Of 
these, Mr. Ralston revealed that 
“perhaps 50,000 could be made 
available for overseas service if 
emergency arose and necessary 
action were taken.” Such action, 
of course, would be enactment of 
an order to assign draftees to over- 
seas service, as provided in the 
National Resources Mobilization 
ct. 
The question whether the draf- 
tees will be called upon to serve 
overseas, judging from the review 
given by Mr. Ralston, will plainly 
be determined in the light of future 
recruiting. Keeping in mind two 
factors, first, that a decline of re- 
cruiting will not affect the flow of 
reinforcement overseas until late in 
1944 or early in 1945, (since the 
training stream at home is now up 


to healthy strength with 75,000 men 
in it) and second, that requirements 
for the next twelve months are 4,000 
men each month, figures given for 
recent recruiting results are worth 
noting:

In the past four months, the aver- 
age number of recruits enlisting in 
the army has been 3,700. This is 
below the requirements for 1944-45. 
The figures show a steady decline. 
They indicate plainly that within a 
few months, unless sharp improve- 
ment is shown, the crisis that some 
observers have foreseen, will arrive. 


Draftees 


For that reason, the position of 
the draftee group will attract more 
attention in the coming months. 
Will the government order the 
draftees to make their services 
available for overseas duty? An 
answer to this question may be 
required by summer, or next fall 
at the latest, 

The draftee group numbers 72,650 
men, according to figures given by 
Mr. Ralston, These are distributed 
as follows: 34,950 on operational 
duty in Canada; 11,000 on non- 
operational duty in Canada; 15,000 
in training; 6,400 attached to dis- 
posal and other depots; 5,300 on 
indefinite Idave for farm and other 
necessary work. Of the total, about 
50,000 are A category. , 

This group represents about 205,- 
000 men. The overseas strength of 
the army is therefcre between 250.- 
000 and 260,000 men, for the rough 
figure of present army strength, 
given officially, is 465,000 men. In 
the overseas strength, five division- 
al formations absorb about 80,000 
men in their first-line strength. The 
remainder are accounted for in re- 
inforcement units, in corps and 
army formations and headquarters 
groups for such formations,

Any publication 
which, in this day and age, as dis 
tinguished from the rowdy old 
rough-and-tumble era in Chicago, 
would crash into a man’s office and 
bust up the joint in concert with a 
crowd of obvious bolos certainly 
invites watching. 


Contrast 


There is a distinct contrast be-

New York you would get an im- 
pression that he associated intim- 
ately with Negroes and that there 
was a correct proportion of Neg- 
roes on his editorial pay rolls, but 
if you believe that you are just 
being naive. 


Technique 


Field's Communists are masters 
of a dirty European technique by 
which they can take the innocent 
fact that a man stopped in for a 
drink on the way home and there 
at the bar was introduced to Ham 
Fish, and give it the business in 
such a way that you get an im- 
pression that they were plotting to 
turn the country over to Hitler, 

As I said, I believe Mr, Field was 
within his rights in giving his party,

Toast to the Armed Forces was 
Proposed by P. McKenzie, who 
was critical of the meagre allow- 
ace given to men being de- 
mobilized. He said that if this 
allowance was to be the yard- 
stick of treatment of veterans 
when they were demobilized 
there was little chance of realiz- 
Ing the new order so much talked 
of, 

He said it was the duty of labor 
to see to it that governments lived 
up to the promises made to those 
now fighting for the continuance of 
our way of life, This toast was re- 
sponded to by Col, E. Brown. 


RANKS INCREASING 

W. D. King, deputy minister of 
the department of trade and in- 
dustry, proposing the toast to the 
labor movement, said that labor 
ranks had been growing steadily 
in numbers and solidarity through 
the splendid leadership afforded it 
in Alberta and the Dominion, 

He said that the large measure 
of industrial peace enjoyed in Al- 
berta had resulted from the capable 
and tolerant leadership given the 
rank and file of labor here, He said 
the co-operation of labor with the 
department had resulted in the 
stemming of trouWle before it ser- 
iously developed, and expressed 
gratitude to labor for that co-oper- 
ation, 

Carl E. Berg, vice-president of 
the Trades and Labor Congress 
of Canada, and secretary of the 
federation, referred to the cor- 
dial relations that existed be, 
tween labor and the provincial 
government. He said that the sin- 
cerity and fairness with which 
the government had met labor re- 
quests had been outstanding.

Political” Move 


e@ government's proposed 
free maternity hospitalization 
plan was suggested to be a “fairly 

clever political move,” by Dr. L. 
J. O'Brien, Independent M.L.A. 
for Grande Prairie, when he 
spoke in the legislature Monday. 

In 1943, there were in the neigh- 
borhood of 18,500 births in the 
province, and this means that about 
37,000 voters would be affected by 
the free hospitalization legislation, 
Dr. O'Brien stated, He estimated 
its cost to the province would be 
in the neighborhood of $175/000 a 
year. 

QUESTIONS ACTION 

The Grande Prairie member said 
proposed Dominion health legisla- 
tion embodied the Marsh report 
on social security, into which dove- 
tailed the Haggerty bill sponsored 
by the federal government's deputy 
minister of health, And dealt with 
all kinds of illness and hospitaliza- 
tion. He wondered why the pro- 
vincial government was bringing 
up the maternity legislation, when 
it was already under consideration 
by the Dominion government. 

He asked: “Does the introduction 
of this bill give advance notice 
that the Alberta government will 
not agree to the health legislation 


}now before the Dominion parlia- 


ment?” 

Dr. O’Brien said the Dominion 
bill did not give a “hand-out,” 
and that people would pay for 
what they got. Those not able to 
pay would be dealt with the same 
as any other citizen. 

He said that he had had experi- 
ence with some 1,900 maternity 
cases, many in pioneer areas, and 
it was his belief that 65 per cent 
would prefer to handle their own 
family affairs. 

WORK UNFAIRLY 

The maternity legislation might 

work unfairly in the case of others, 


who had to be hospitalized for seri-| 


ous illness, the member observed. 
He stated in example the case of 
an aged man suffering from cancer, 
whose hospital bill eould be in the 
neighborhood of $500 or $600, and 
over which illness the patient had 
no possible control. Maternity 
cases, in contrast, were proposed to 
be paid by the government, to 
which costs all taxpayers of the 
province would contribute, 

Or. O'Brien asked whether the 
government was to set a fixed 
rate for maternity patients who 
entered hospital, under the new 
plan. He stated that if the present 
rates charged were to remain, the 
cost would be in the neighbor- 
hood of $175,000 a year. 

Early in his address, he com- 
mended certain items to which 
Hon. Dr. W. W. Cross, minister of 


health, had referred in his address | 


in the House last Friday, concern- 
ing progress made by the depart- 
ment of health in the last year.

Alberta farmers feel that pack- 
ing plants are making exorbitant 
profits at their expense, George 
MacLachlan, Independent M.L.A. 
for Pembina, and Independent 
party whip, said in the Legisla- 
ture Monday afternoon, when he 
spoke in the Throne Speech de- 
bate. 

"This fecling is widespread,” said 
Mr. MacLachlan, “and it is creating 

a bitterness that only one thing 
can eradicate—and that is a clear 
and definite statement of facts 
brought forward by a body in whom 
the farmers have complete confid- 
ence.” 
REPORT UNACCEPTABLE 

“No annual financial statement by 
the plants themselves will be ac- 
cepted. It must be prepared by an 
independent commission upon 
which there are farmer members, | 
appointed by themselves, the mem- | 
ber continued. 

He called for an immediate in- 
vestigation into Alberta packing 
plants’ operations, by a specially 
appointed committee. 

Mr, MacLachlan suggested that

possible for a well-organized farm 
group to go into the business of 
processing its own livestock, and|

“Where is the money to come 
from?” he asked, referring to the 
suggestion regarding producer- 
owned livestock processing plants. 
“Where there is a will there is a 

way, and the loss on treasury 
branches for a single year would 
build a good plant.” 

Mr. MacLachlan stated that if the 
packing plants have nothing to fear, 
they should welcome an investiga- 
tion, but that if conditions were as 
many farmers think them to be, 
the sooner the facts become known 
and a remedy applied, the better, 


QUESTION OF WEIGHT 

He referred to the question of 
overweight hogs, asking, 1s @ hog 
any less prime because it is a 
pound or two heavy? When hogs 
flooded the market, the farmers 
found they were being docked for 
overweight hogs more than at other 
times, he declared. , 

Signs are appearing that an 
election is coming closer, said the 
member. “As the coming of crows 
harbinger spring, so do promises 
ef further road construction and 
nominating conventions indicate 
an early election.” 

“There have been many conven- 
tions, and some have indeed been 
strange. Two cabinet ministers have 
abandoned their homes to look for 
others.

Pay Pensioners 
$2,625,524.20 | 


In Last Year 


During the year 1943 total of 
$2,625,524.20 was paid to old age 
pensioners living in Alberta, ac- 
cording to reports tabled in the 
Legislature Tuesday. 

Of this sum, the province was re- 
imbursed by the Dominion govern- 
ment to the extent of $1,968,090.83 
and a further $288,492.28 was 
charged to the municipal units in 
which pensioners qualified, the re- 
ports reveal. 

At the end of December, there 
were 11,073 pensioners on the pay- 
roll, a decrease of 77 from 1942. Of 
this number, 7,820 were receiving 
the maximum pension rate of $365 
a year; 1,168 were receiving be-| 
tween $240 and $300 a year, and the 
balance, 2,085, were receiving less 
than $240 a year. 

In addition to the amounts paid 
to pensioners living in Alberta, an 
additional sum of $79,687.42 was 
paid to other. provinces on accuunt 
of pensioners living outside of this 
province. In return, Alberta re- 
ceived $46,263.48 from cther pro- 
vinces, for pensioners now living 
here, 

The average monthly old-age 
pension as at Dec. 31 last was 
$22.65, compared with $18.66 for 
1942, a monthly increase of $3.90 
in the year. 

At Dec. 31, 10,986 old age and 
blind pensioners living in the pro- 
vince were receiving the supple- 
mentary provincial allowance of $5 
a month, During the year, $651,764.19 
was paid out in these supplement- 
ary allowances, 

In addition, Alberta paid $31,- 
590.75 to pensioners who have 
moved to British Columbia, and in 
return the western province paid 
Alberta $4,760 for B.C. pensioners 
now living in this province, on ac- 
count of these supplementary al- 
lowances, 

Blind pensioners as at Dec. 31, 
1943, numbered 240, a decrease of 
one from 1942. During the year, 
205 blind pensions were increas- 
ed, chiefly as a result of the Dom- 
inion government increasing the 
maximum rate of pension from 
$240 to $300 a year. 

Total net payments to blind pen- 
sioners amounted to $60,338, with 
$1,178 being paid to other prov- 
inces for blind pensioners from Al- 
berta. In return, this province re- 
ceived $1,110 for pensioners from 
other provinces. 

The Dominion’s share of blind 
pensions was $45,253 for the year, 
and municipal units were charged 
$5,201 on account of these pensions.

A PORT IN NORTHERN IRE- 
LAND, Feb. 22—(CP)—It is a los- 
ing battle now for the German 
submarine packs in the North 
Atlantic and there are indications 
that the U-boat crews themselves 
are beginning to see the writing 
on the wall. 

Survivors from destroyed sub- 
marines used to brag a lot to their 
captors, but now they haven't got 
much to say. My impression is that 
the Atlantic U-boat assignment was 
all right back in 1941 and 1942, but 
for the past year their job has been 
nothing to envy. Their opponents 
were getting too strong. 


GAIN UPPER HAND 

Steadily and methodically the 
Allies strength has grown for the 
Atlantic escort and anti-submarine 
war and here at this naval base 
when you talk to crews of Cana- 
dian and British fighting ships you 
find conclusive evidence that they 
have the upper hand in the mara- 
thon battle against the U-boats, 

There will be more sinkings, 
but the heavy losses of a year 
ago when sometimes many mer- 


| chant ships in a single convoy 


would be sent to the bottom 
aren't likely to be suffered again. 

From the top commanders here 
to the sailors who man the guns 
and fire the depth charges there is 
a steadfast feeling of confidence 
that the worst is over and that with 
continued vigilance any major 
efforts by German submarines can 
be defeated. 


FACTORS RESPONSIBLE 

These are the things that have 
produced this favorable turn in 
the Atlantic battle: 


1, Increase in the number of es- 
cort vessels—destroyers, corvettes, 
sloops, frigates—and improvements 
and ingenious developments’ in 
anti-submarine devices and instru- 
ments to locate U-boats under the 
surface, 


2. More extensive air cover 
from coastal command aircraft of 
the Royal Air Force, the Royal 
Canadian Air Force and planes 
of the United States navy. Acqui- 
sition of the Azores bases has 
been a vital factor in this con- 
sideration and now the convoys 
have air cover practically all the 
way across the Atlantic. At night 
the planes search out the sub- 
marines with searchlights and by 
day they maintain constant pat- 
rols around the ships. 

3. Employment of offensive 
groups of destroyers, frigates, and 
corvettes to hunt out the submar- 
ines long before they get into posi- 
tion to intercept convoys. These 
“killer” groups are apart altogether 
from the escort ships which mother 
the convoys across the ocean. The 
killers operate indpendently of the 
escorts most of the time and roam 
up and down the Atlantic on the 
lookout for every U-boat they can 
locate,

Edmonton retail merchants, at a 
dinner meeting held at the Mac- 
donald hotel, Monday, unanimously 
endorsed the legislative program 
approved by the Dominion board of 
the Retail Merchants’ Association 
of Canada at a conference at 
Ottawa in January.

As the foregoing involves the 
question of inter-provincial trade 
throughout Canada, the association, 
through its Dominion board, has 
made representations to the Hon. 
L. R. St. Laurent, minister of jus- 
tice, and Hon. J. A. MacKinnon, 
minister of trade and commerce, 
requesting that the question of 
regulating provincial and _ inter- 
provincial trade be placed upon the 
agenda of the Dominion-provincial 
conference.

Labor Parley (Claims Report 
Is Progressing | “Whitewashed” 
At Rapid Rate} Aluminum Deal 


Rapid progress was made in 
the work of the 24th convention 
of the Alberta Federation of 
Labor as the resolutions and 
other committees reported to the 
main convention. So rapid was 
progress throughut Tuesday that 
the convention set Wednesday 
morning for the election of offi- 
cers, 

Alfred Farmilo, president, and 
Carl E. Berg, secretary-treasurer, 
both intimated they would not seek 
re-celction, and the delegates in- 

structed the incoming executive to 
provide suitable tokens to both re- 
tiring officers’ in recognition of 
their long and faithful service to 
labor. 


Reports of the president and sec- 
retary were adopted. These reports 
reviewed the work carried on by 
the federation for the last several 
years and dealt with representa- 
tions made to the provincial gov- 
ernment in respect to labor and so- 
cial ‘legislation. 

Also adopted by the convention 
was the report of Mrs. Alfred Far- 
milo dealing with the federation's 
nutritional council. She said that 
workers can combat the “hidden 
enemy” of malnutrition by consil- 
ering the present educational cam- 
paign as a means of raising physi- 
cal standards. 

The report of the president and 
secretary commended the provin- 
cial government on changes and 
improvements ade to the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act, and ex- 
pressed satisfaction also that a 
survey is being made by the pro- 
vincial government of the mini- 
mum wage prevailing in the prov- 
ince. 

The committee reporting to the 
convention of these reports rec- 
ommended closer co-operation 
between labor and soldier organ- 
izations to assist in meeting the 
Problems of the post-war per- 
iod. 

The convention endorsed a reso- 
lution from the Lethbridge Inter- 
national Association of Fire Fight- 
ers sceking an amendment to the 
Fire Department Platoon Act to 
provide for a local situation which 
prevents the taking of a plebiscite 
on the introduction of the three 
platoon system in the southern city. 


ANOTHER MOTION 


Another resolution passed by the 
convention dealt with alleged trick 
glasses in which beer is _ being 
served. This resolution called on 
the government to enact legislation 
that beer must be sold by the glass 
in a container of sufficient size and 
shape that the purchaser is given 
honest measurement at all times. 

The convention also went on re- 
cord as favoring the elimination of 
Sunday work in baker shops thro- 
ughout the province, and also pass- 
ed a resolution asking that there 
shall be at least two journeymen on 
all service or trouble trucks carry- 
ing out electrical repairs where it 
is necessary to do pole climbing at 
night. 

The convention recommended to 
the provincial government that a 
review be made of incentive bonus 
schemes and speed-up methods de- 
rived from “stop-watch” timing in 
the province with a view to passing 
legislation that will outlaw any 
plant or scheme of bonuses and 
speed-up methods which create dis- 
harmony and unemployment.

“The report takes refuge in the 
hope that there might be future 
competition in Canada,” said Mr. 

“This is as improb- 
able as it is irrevelant, The fact 
is that there is a monopoly that 
we ignore at our peril; yet, the 
report says none of the allega- 
tions is substantiated.” 


Taxation and other concessions 
given to the company had enabled 
it to tighten its “stranglehold” on 
aluminum, 

“I said last session that our min- 
ister at Washington (Hon. Leighton 
McCarthy, now ambassador) had 
been counsel for the Aluminum 
Co., of Canada up to the time the 
agreements between the govern- 
ments and the company were 
made,” Mr. Coldwell said. 


ADMITTED IN HOUSE 

“That was admitted in this House. 
I said, too, that he was still vice- 
president and director of the parent 
company—Aluminum Ltd. That was 
confirmed last session. Yet the re- 
port declares none of my allega- | 
tions was substantiated.” 

Mr. Coldwell said the report 
confirmed his statement Alu- 
minum Ltd. was a member of an 
international cartel. He said it | 
also confirmed what he said about 
the cartel itself, the alliance Alu- 
minum Co., of Basel, Switzerland.

Yet the 
report draws the remarkable con- 
clusion that prices were unaffected | 
by this cartel and declares that none 
of my allegations, including my 
charge that Aluminum Ltd. was a 
partner in a world cartel, was sub- 
stantiated.” 


JAPAN GIVEN SUPPLIES 

Under the cartel egreement the 
Aluminum Co. of Canada had sup- 
plied Japan with large quantities 
of aluminum enabling her to de- 
troy Chinese cities, Mr. Coldwell 


said.

Magistrate

Total fines of $500 or nine 
months’ imprisonment were im- 
posed Tuesday morning on Max 
Chisvin, Winnipeg, by Magistrate 
A. I. Millar, K.C., on charges of 
conspiracy to defraud, illegal pos- 
session of liquor and breach of the 
Excise Act. 

John Williams, Winnipeg, charg- 
ed with conspiracy in the same 
case, was sentenced to 10 days’ im- 


prisonment, to date from the time 
of his arrest, while Albert Lean, 
Montreal, on a similar count was 


fined $300 or six months. Lean is 
the owner and manager of a night 
club in Winnipeg. 

The court was told how Chisvin 
was said to have prevailed upon 
Williams to transport 14 cases of 
liquor from Winnipeg to Edmonton 
in a Canadian Pacific Railway 
sleeping car last December. Chisvin 
then left for Edmonton on a Cana- 
dian National Railways train, arriv- 
ing here Dec. 12. 

When the liquor was seized, it 
was found that the labels were 
fictitious, as was the name of the 
distillery said to have made it. 

Williams, it was claimed by Hugh 
Calais McDonald, K.C., defence 
counsel for the three accused, had 
already been severely punished for 
his part in the matter, in that he 
had lost his job with the railroad 
and was not allowed to work for 
any other. 

R.C.M.P. stated that Lean had 
agreed, in December last, to ship 
14 bottles of alcohol to a man in 
Edmonton, 

The latter was arrested in Ed- 
monton (and subsequently con- 
victed) while Lean was apprehend- 
ed at Montreal. The liquor in this 
case was said to have borne labels 
of the Quebec Liquor Commission.

Dean Weidener, who pleaded 
guilty to contributing to the delin- 
quency of two girls, 16 and 18 years 
old respectively, also had his case 
remanded until Friday. Bail was set 
at $1,000.

Implementation 


New Wage Order | 


To Aid Labor 


Speedy implementation of the 
Dominion government's promise 
to revise and modify the recent 
wage control order will do much 
to straighten out the’ few labor 


difficulties now apparent In Can- 

ada, A. R. Mosher, Ottawa, presi- 

dent of the Canadian Congress of 

Labor stated on his arrival here 

in the course of a tour of western 

Canada. 

He said that the labor code re- 
cently announced by the govern- 
ment had been well received in the 
ranks of labor. This code would be 
extermely helpful and met de- 
mands that have been made by or- 
ganized labor since the outbreak of 
war. 

Mr. Mosher said the most serious 
aspect of the labor situation was 
the closing of war plants through- 
out the country without any appar- 
ent plan for the absorption of the 
workers laid off from these plants. 

There were quite a few thousands 
of unemployed throughout the Do- 
minion and the shipyards and 
other war industry were laying off 
workers. He was of the opinion that 
the government should make pro- 
vision in the revised wages order 
for payment of cost-of-living bonus 
to meet further increases in living 
costs. He thought a zone method of 
computing the cost-of-living index 
rise, rather than the national one, 
would lead to a more equitable 
index increase, 


DISCRIMINATION 

The freezing of the cost-of-living 
bonus without adjustment of in- 
equalities of the amount paid had 
resulted in discriminiation against 
thousands of workers. 

Mr. Mosher said that consider- 
able advancement had been made 
by the Canadian Congress of Labor. 
Its membership had increased from 
75,000 in 1940 to more than 250,000 
at present. 

During his stop-over in Edmon- 
ton Mr. Mosher will address a 
mecting of the membership of the 
Canadian Brotherhood of Railway 
Employees in Edmonton, The meet- 
ing will be held at the 1.0.0.F, hall.

THE ANSWERS 


PROPRIETOR, Alcan Cafe: It is 
not necessary for people to drink 
coffee or tea at any hour, as it 
is only a habit. The man who 
rushes to work without his break- 
fast, or the outdoor man who 
needs something to warm him up 
—well, that’s a different matter. 
Beverages should be served with 


meals, though.

C.T., grocer: In times of shortages 
I don’t think beverages should be 
served unless at meal times. 
Soft drinks can be used to 
quench the thirst. Tea or coffee 
is not a food; a person isn’t hun- 
gry who orders it.

W. ALEXANDER, clerk: A drink is 
taken to refresh a person, whether 
it be a soft drink or a hot bever- 
age. One reason people continue 
to drink coffee is that it can still 
be bought for five cents; a soft 
drink costs six or seven cents. I 
do not suggest raising the price 
of coffee, but I would suggest 
that if coffee cost more than the 
soft drink, there would be a no- 
ticeable reduction in the con- 
sumption of the former.

He had to be weaned by 
force and went on a strike for 14 
hours before he would accept the 
bottle. Now, he takes it but won't 
have more than five or six ounces. 
He likes his three-meal schedule 
but it is ‘blue murder’ to get him 
to take vegetables and egg. Won't 
you discuss ways and means of in- 
troducing new foods into the diet} 
of children like my son?” 

You know, no doubt, how I de-| 
plore the use. of force in any prob- 
lems having to do with feeding. 

Feeding should be pleasant. Foods 
should be those which the child 
wants to eat. Then we get away 
from associations which are reflect- 
ed by the child’s increasing oppo-| 
sition to food and meals, 

It's a good idea when children 
fight the bottle to use as much milk 
as possible in the foods presented 
and try to give more to drink by 
cup. Two cups a day drunk without 
struggle and two more served as 
“solid” foods would have eliminated 
that unhappy 14 hours when baby 
would have no food at all. 

Try to think of ways in which 
to present a new food with other 
well-liked ones. When he is older 
the child may be asked to take 
just one spoonful and later two or 
three of any food so that he may 
learn to like them. When he is no 
more than six months, however, it 
is you who must be ingenious 
‘ about serving foods so he will 
grow to enjoy their tastes. 

Hard-cooked’ egg yolk may be 
sieved over the baked potato or 
added to cottage cheese or thinned 
with milk and spread on a cracker. 
Or, the raw yolk may be added to 
one cup of milk and some sugar and 
cooked or baked and served as 
custard.

It is most effective in cases of so- 
called “atonic” constipation, in 
which the colon has become very 
flabby and lazy. Usually there is 
a history of the patient having used 
too many refined foods, or con- 
centrated foods supplying little 
bulk, and having taken little exer- 
cise. 

The first thing to do is to take 
one enema daily. This is a help- 
ful treatment, and is non-irritating, 
The next thing to do is to go on 
a whole fruit fast for 3 to 5 days, 
using apples, oranges, pears, or 
any other fresh fruit. If apples or 
pears are chosen, use the skins, 
A good plan to follow is to substi- 
tute the 3 fruit meals for the 3 
}ordinary meals, Or, instead, you 
may eat 4 or 5 fruit meals during 
the day, eating any amount desired 
when ever you get hungry. Use 
only one kind of fruit on any one 
day. You will find the fruit will 
have a cleansing action which is 
very good. 

After you finish the whole fruit 
fast, you may have meat and vege- 
tables, and also bran muffins, or 
real whole wheat bread. Eat large 
| quantities of cooked greens and 
|raw salads, to supply plenty of 
bulk. Take the vegetables’ in 
abundance for a time, using them 
in the manner suggested in my 
article called “Stuffing for Consti- 
| pation.” 
| In about 2 weeks, discontinue the 
enema, and wait for a day or two. 
You will possibly find the colon 
will begin to cleanse itself in a 
natural manner. 

As soon as you start ealing, start 
walking each day, begining with a 
distance of 1 mile, and walking 1 
minute longer each day until you 
are able to walk 3 or 5 miles with- 
out fatigue. Also take physical cul- 
ture exercises, especially those tak- 
en while lying on the back. 

It is also important to get into 
the habit of attending to the in- 
testinal elimination at a regular 
time, both morning and evening, 
The colon cleanses itself largely by 
habit and until the habit of reg- 
ularity is well established, it pays 
to be particular in setting aside a 
time to be devoted to this func- 
tion.

OTTAWA, Feb, 22.—(CP)—Two 
veteran parliamentarians— Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King and 
Hon. R. B. Hanson (P.C.+ York- 
Sunbury) — exchanged sharp re- 
marks in the Commons yesterday. 

Speaking in support of a mo 
tion to have Wednesday confined 
entirely to committee sittings. Mr. 
King said that when he declared 
the government needed more 
time to consider vital matters 
before it, his word should be 
accepted. 

Mr. Hanson: “Why not dispense 
with parliament altogether? You 


have pretty nearly done it.” 

Mr. King: “Well, I think parlia- 
ment could very well dispense 
with my honorable friend.” 

Mr. Hanson: “I venture to sug- 
gest to my right honorable friend 
that this country would not agree 
with him.” 

Mr. King: “My honorable friend 
is fond of talking about dis- 
pensing with things, but I want 
to tell him that when he makes 
remarks of that kind he can ex- 
pect to get back what is coming 
to him.” 

Mr. Hanson: “I am not worrying 
about anything the prime min- 
ister may say. I leave it to the 
people of this country.” 

Later Mr. King said that Gor- 
don Graydon, Progressive Con- 
servative house leader, should 
address the chair when he was 
speaking. 

Mr. Hanson: “You did not ad- 
dress the chair when you put the 
question—when you insulted me.”

taxpayers having to travel to pay 
taxes, the complaint of “no co 
operation” of the department, the 
statement that the good districts 
were made to pay for the poor, and 
number of councillors, criticism of 
centralization, choice of a secretary, 
and the question of elections were 
some of the questions which came 
up, he said. 


LOCATION OF OFFICE 


Regarding location of the muni- 
cipal office, Mr. Gerhart said the 
location of the office must be 
chosen by the municipal council, 
and approved by the minister. As 
to names of the new municipalities, 
he said, “they gan have any name 
they like. The government does 
not name the municipalities.” He 
suggested that when names of the 
enlarged districts were being taken 
under consideration, municipal folk- 
lore should be incorporated into 
the names, if possible. 

As for residents having to 
travel farther to pay taxes, the 
minister pointed out that under 
the new simplified accounting 
system in use in the enlarged dis- 
tricts, municipal officers found 
they had time to devote to going 
out to the farmers, instead of the 
farmers going to the municipal 
offices. 


Discussing the case of municipali- 
ties that complained of a lack of 
co-operation on the part of the 
government in connection with the 
municipal enlargement plan, the 
minister recalled that he had asked 
them to devise their own enlarge- 
ment plan, They had not done so. 

In connection with the criticism 
that good districts are paying the 
road costs of poorer ones, Mr, Ger- 


hart said the department of public 
works was seeing to it that this was 
not so. 


NO SET REGULATION 

Generally speaking, he continued, 
it was a practise to have five, seven, 
or nine councillors to an enlarged 
unit, but there was no regulation 
to this effect. 

Decentralization is an object of 
the enlargement plans, said the 
minister, and certain powers now 
held by his department would be 
given ultimately to the enlarged 
municipalities. “It is decentraliza- 
tion we have in mind,” he declared. 

As to municipal elections, Mr. 
Gerhart said that this year newly- 
enlarged districts would elect 
their councillors at large. Then, 
if it was preferred, they could 
go back to election by division. 
However, the minister said that 
elections at large were to be 
preferred, as they made for gov- 
ernment by councillors’ commit- 
tees, rather than one individual 
for each section. 


The election at large plan would 


ensure that services of a man

Much is Said at Stake 
On Success or Failure 


Of Rehabilitation Plan 


“The success or failure of 


Canada’s plan of rehabilitation - 


for members of the armed forces can make or break the econ- 
omic system; it can even break the peace itself, if considered 
on a continental or international scale,” declared D. E. Mould, 


who was unanimously elected 


chairman of the Citizens’ Re- 


habilitation Council, at a meeting held in the Macdonald 


hotel Monday evening. 


“Neither government alone, nor 
private enterprise, alone, can se- 
cure the desired results, These 
can be achieved only by joint and 
harmonious action by govern- 
ment and private enterprise to- 
gether,” he continued, adding, 
that it was not right to think the 
“willing few’ could carry this 
all-important task to a successful 
ending. 

“One of these days, no one knows 
how soon, the men and women we 
sent to Europe and to the Far Fast 
to do our fighting, will have finish- 
ed their jobs. They will have bat- 
tered our enemies into subjection; 
they will have beaten back the 
clouds that have lowered over us 
during these years of anxiety and 
aggression, They will deliver to us 
a military victory. 


PREPARE FOR RETURN 

“That is their job; and our job 
today, here and now, is to accept 
our part of the task and assist in 
preparing a better Canada for them 
to return to,” 

Mr. Mould, in asking what would 
be done with the victory which 
would surely be won for us, said 
that if the question was not wisely 
answered, the fight and sacrifices 
would have been in vain. 

“It would be a tragic irony for 
us to win a military victory only 
to suffer disastrously because the 
likes of you and | do not know 
what to do with it,” he told his 
listeners. 


“In addition to whatever rehab- 


would be available to the whole 
municipality, rather than the one 
division which elected him. 


URGES YOUNG PEOPLE 

Mr. Gerhart also advocated the 
inclusion of young people, between 
the ages of 18 and 22 years, on 
municipal councils as 
councillors.” These persons would 
not have a voice in the major 
affairs of municipal government, 
but would gain interest and ex- 
perience in the work, 

Municipalities recently enlarged 
have expressed their approval of 
the system in no uncertain terms 
said Mr. Gerhart, one district re- 
porting that a return to the former 
system would be going back to the 
“ox-cart” days. Another had re. 
ported it would “never go back” 
to the old system. 

Early in his address, Mr. Gerhart 
said he wished to voice a warning 
concerning a calamity which will 
probably occur before the legisla- 
ture meets again. 

“We have warned frequently 
about this,” he said, “and replies 
have been frivolous and derisive 
No one has believed us, because 
they are incredulous, 

“This calamity is about to take 
place—it’s time we woke up.” 

He then told of pians for an 
international body to have con- 
trol over the armed forces, police 
forces, trade and commerce, 
money systems, and citizenship, 
of this and other countries, 

“Final, irrevocable control over 
the money system of Canada, Brit- 
ain, and the United States is to go 
to this new international board.” 


READS CLIPPING 

Mr. Gerhart then read a news- 
paper clipping which reported an 
address by Dr. W. C, Clark, Canad- 
jan deputy minister of finance, 
which called for earliest possible 
action to set up an international 
currency stabilization agency. Dr. 
Clark was quoted as saying, “Time 
already presses”, and that if the 
monetary agency was not set up be- 
fore the end of the war, the world 
would drift back to the conditions 
of the 1930's. 

“What's the matter here?” Mr. 
Gerhart asked. “Are we to hear 
of our monetary policy from a 
deputy? Is the prime minister of 
Canada afraid to declare our 
monetary policies? Is he receiving 
directions from the vested’ inter- 
ests, and announcing them 
through the deputy minister? 

“Why does the minister of fin- 

ance not declare the policies? Is 
he too, afraid to lay the plans before 
the people, far fear they will under- 
Stand? 

“We know what is going on,” Mr, 
Gerhart continued, “We have laid 
the scheme before this house. We 
know our jurisdiction is being sold 
out to a remote power. Does any 
man in this assembly dare to de- 
fend this measure? 

“Everyone knows there is a 
chronic shortage of purchasing 
power in peacetime as well as in 
wartime, and that 40 per cent. of 
our purchasing power is withheld 
from us at all times,” said the 
minister, 

INDIRECT TAXATION 

He continued to say that any 
time the government holds from us 
our just dues, it is indirect taxa- 
tion, and that the federal govern- 
ment has the power to end this in- 
direct taxation by taking over con- 
trol of the country’s currency and 
credit. 

“They refuse to take it over,” Mr, 
Gerhart told the legislature, “But 
tWey are handing over that con- 
trol to an international organiza- 
tion. 

“All indications point to that job 
being done before this house meets 
again,” 

“Let them give us this power. and 
we will show them how to use it, 
and show them a province where 
want is abolished, and people have 
economic securily and freedom.”

sonnel. 

The advancing of suggestions 
to the proper authorities, regard- 
ing adjustments which may be 
needed to ensure that the re- 
habilitation program is adequate 
to fit the needs of the com- 
munity, 

The surveying of local employ- 
ment opportunities for ex-service 
personnel both fit and disabled. 

The stimulation of preference in 
employment of ex-service person- 
nel in business, industry and gov- 
ernment service. 


ADEQUATE TRAINING 


The encouraging of the develop- 
ment of adequate training facilities 
and the co-operation in selecting 
suitable courses and training pro- 
grams for individuals, 

The study and development of 
opportunities for physically handi- 
capped discharged persons, and the 
return of discharged members of 
the forces to employment with 
firms with which they had previ- 
ously served. 

The supplementing the services 
of the departments of pensions 
and national health in solving any 

legal, social or other difficulties 
which veterans may experience, 
and to co-operate, where neces- 
sary, with churches and veterans’ 
Organizations, service clubs, fra- 
ternal associations and welfare 
agencies,

Among subjects it was suggested 
could be handled by sub-commit- 
tees, were pensions, veterans’ land 
act, reception, personal services, 
employment, handicapped cases, 
vocational training, publicity, and 
women’s committee.

branches of the armed services, 
Canadian Legion, and others; for it 
would require the full co-operation 
of all these groups. 


SERVE FAITHFULLY 


“Many of us remember the days 
following the last war,” continued 
Mr, Mould, “They must not, can- 
not return, Let us go forward to 
victory—let us faithfully serve those 
who have so courageously defended 
us against the forces of evil. 

“It is time for action; your zero 
hour has arrived. You are needed 
on the “home front” right away, 
to protect and foster the interests 
of your sons and daughters; yes, 
of all those gallant men and wo- 
men who comprise the Canadian 
Navy, the army, the air force,” he 
said,

Such being the case you may 
well ask then what is the diffi- | 
culty? Why cannot we all agree 
to go right ahead and lay the 
foundations now in preparation 
for a national reconstruction of 
Our economy along those line? 
We are all united on the broad 
objectives. We know that we have 
the means available to gain those 
objectives. What, then, bars the 
way? 

1 suggest that there are two main 
obstacles which must be overcome 
if the people are to gain the re- 
forms they want. And it is only by 
facing these frankly that we can 
hope to remove them from our 
path. 


SCORES APATHY 

The first of these obstacles is 
&pathy—apathy born chiefly of dis- 
Ulusionment and frustration. I do 
fot suppose that there is a greater | 
enemy of democracy than this 
widespread apathy on the part of | 
the people. It is a comparatively 
easy matter to get people to agree 
that certain long “overdue reforms 
are necessary, but it is a very diffi- | 
cult matter to get them to do some- | 
thing about it ‘here is a very 
ood reason for this apparent in- | 
difference, 

While the people are being told 
continually that we have democ- 
racy in Canada and that democ- 
racy means government in ac- 
cordance with their will, and that 


| They 


they are the highest constitutional 
authority in the land, everybody | 
knows that in practice it hasn't 
worked that way and that we 

have not today anything ap- | 
Proaching a true democracy in 
operation. 

The memory of those bleak pre- 
war years is still vividly in every- 
body’s mind. The poverty and des- 
titution, the relief lines and soup 
kitchens, the slums and squalor, 
the stagnant trade and bankrupt- | 
cies, the unemployment and low 
Wages—and so forth. They know 
that those things were not what | 
Canadians wanted. They know that | 
they represented anything but gov- 
ernment in accordance with the 
will of the people. They recall that 
it did not matter what political 
party was clected to office, the 
conditions imposed upon the coun- 
try were the same—varying only in 
degree. 

HEARD PROMISES 

For years people have listened | 
fo promises made by politicians at 
election time, only to find that after 
the election was over the policies 
which were, put into effect were 
the very opposite to those for which 
the people had voted. In cases 


| 


that it is not surprising that many 


have become thoroughly disgusted 
and disillusioned over 
matier of politics. That is 
major cause of public apathy. 

Yet if we are to overcome that 
obstacle and get action to bring 
about the necessary adjustments 
in our economic system, the cause 
of the trouble must be removed. 
But it can be removed only by 


the people :hemselves. 
You will ask: “How is this pos- 
sible?” Not only is this possible 


but it has been done, It was done 
by the people of Alberta in 1935- 
and it can be done by the people 
of Canada in 1945. 

You will recall that in 1934-35 the 
depression was at its height. Hun- 
ger, unemployment and destitution 
stalked the land. Despair, disillus- 
ionment and bitterness was wide- 
spread. The future looked bleak 
and hopeless. 

RESPOND TO CHALLENGE 

It was under those conditions 
that the people of Alberta respond- 
eddo the challenge of Social Credit. 
formed themselves into 
groups. They studied and discussed 
and organized. Many trained them- 
selved as speakers to tour the coun- 
try and enlighten others. Despite 
their straitened circumstances they 
scraped together nickels and dimes 
to finance their growing organiza- 
tion. And when they were ready, 
the people demanded action. 

They demanded action from their 
government. They demanded action 
from the other political groups. 
When they failed to get that action, 
they called the bluff of the political 
parties who refused to heed the 
united wall of an enlightened elec- 
torate and in 1935 the people 
|themselves, having organized for 
laction, put their own candidates in| 
the field, and elected 56 out of 63 | 


jof them in what was one of the} 


greatest political landslides in Can- 
adian history. 
What has been done in Alberta 
can be done right across Canada. 
Once again we face a desper- 
ately critical situation—but this 
time the issue is nation-wide, The 
men on the battlefronts are look- 
ing to us at home to lay the foun- 


| dations of a post-war order which 


will ensure social security for all, 
with freedom. The present poli- 


‘tical parties are refusing to face 


the issue. They are offering the 
people a miserable compromise; 
they are holding out the hope of 
some scant measure of security 
at the price of freedom. 

In effect they are telling us: “The 
more freedom you surrender, and 


| the more regimentation you accept, 


the greater the limited measure of 
security we will give you. That is 
not what our men are fighting for. 
If we wanted that kind of totalitar- 
ian system we did not have to fight 
the Axis powers. All we had to do 
was to sit back, complacent and 
apathetic, until it engulfed us. 

Yet while our sons and brothers 
and fathers are fighting the threat 
of totalitarian aggression in Europe 
and the Pacific, we are witnessing 
preparations here at home to intro- 
duce vast plans for imposing the 
doctrine of the supreme state on 
Canadians as the basis of the post- 
war order 


PEOPLE CAN ACT 


The threat to our liberties and to! 
| commend it to you. 


the very foundations of our demo- 
cratic constitution can be over- 
thrown only by you—the people of 
Canada. If you want the social 
security with freedom you know to 
be possible with the vast produc- 
tive resources we possess, then you 


must act to make sure you get what | 


you want, 

So I urge you all to do, as the 
people of Alberta did in 1935: to 
cast aside apathy and disillusion- 
ment, capture the vision of the 
tremendous possibilities we have to 
make this the Canada of our hopes 
and aspirations. 

Start organizing. Form discussion 
and study groups.

I plead for a 
realization by all that we are fellow 
nationals—we are all Canadians— 
we are one nation. As Canadians 
we are British—we are equal part- 
ners with the other British nations 
in a vast Commonwealth. We there- 
fore subscribe to certain fundamen- 


tal principles of life—among which |

we have one clear cut objective— 
the freedom of the _ individual, 
irrespective of color, race or creed. 

In that one phrase, “the free- 
dom of the individual”, is sum- 
med up all that mankind is striv- 
ing to attain. A person cannot be 
free unless he is secure; and 
security without freedom is pos- 
sible only under a _ properly 
functioning democratic order 
which will enable us to produce 
abundantly and to distribute this 
abundance so as to remove from 
men’s lives for all time the fear 
of tomorrow—the economic un- 
certainty—and to free them from 
all domination by others. 

As a movement, pledged to the 
fundamental principles of true 
democracy, we are striving for that 
freedom for everybody, whatever 
their religious views or their so- 
called racial origin 

And, by the same token, taking 
the example of the Master when He 
drove the money changers out of 
the temple and castigated the 
scribes and pharisees, we shall be 
just as uncompromising in our 
offensive against any and all per- 
sons and organizations whose ef- 
forts are deliberately directed 
against that which is true and right 
or who seek to prevent or destroy 
the freedom of the individual. 


REAL ISSUES 


Let us then keep clearly before 
us the real issues we face in this 
great struggle for human freedom 
and eradicate the narrow sectional- 
ism, religious bigotry and racialism 
which is destroying our nationhood, 

Let us go forward together with 
a vision of the future worthy of our 
democratic and Christian ideals, 
And, in that spirit, let us yet busy 
and organize for the task that must 
be accomplished if the Canada of 
tomorrow is to be made the country 
we all desire.
